When Cicero made a speech at Rome in behalf of the poet 
Archias, many men thought that he was really moved only by 
admiration for his friend. But that famous orator was not one 
who would incur danger before he understood the case. If Pom- 
-pey had not been an enemy of Lucullus, Archias would not have 
been accused by Grattius, the intimate companion of Pompey. 
This was well known to Cicero; and so, although he thought that 
Archias was a man of great genius and worthy of receiving honour, 
he spoke more to injure Pompey than to save the poet. When the 
trial was over no one doubted that this was true.
